Record 317, page 535, in the Office of the Recorder of Monroe County, Indiana).

DEED ANALYSIS: 

1. The subject deed had no lead-in with respect to its position within the sectionalized 
survey system. The point of beginning of the subject deed was definable by the 
centerline intersection of the Old Dixie Highway No. 37 (Old State Road 37), and 
the Harrodsburg and Depot Pike Road (Hobart Road). Hobart Road was not called 
out as a boundary line. Jeffries (Deed Record 303, page 63), Moore (Deed Record 
445, page 240), and Jeffries (Deed Record 325, page 127) all call out Hobart Road 
as their North line. 

2. Miller (Deed Record 424, page 267) calls out Old State Road 37 as its westerly line 
being contiguous with Bounds' east line. Deckard (Deed Record 264. page 536) to 
the east, west and north of the subject parcel is non-descriptivc 

ESTABLISHMENT OF LINES AND CORNERS: 

I. Old State Road 37 was as-built to determine its position for the cast line of the 
subject parcel. The two Smith Neubecker rebars were held and used as the basis of 
bearings for this survey per Bounds Subdivision Final Plat, dated August 22, 1995 as 
recorded in Plat Cabinet C, Envelope 151. The Smithville Telephone Company 
(Deed Record 361, page 47) tract was established by record from these two rebars 
found. Variances to the center of Old State Road 37 are as shown on the plat of 


2. The south, north and west lines of the perimeter were established based upon 
possession along those lines being fences and Hobart Road centerline. 

3. The perimeter of the Smith (Deed Record 361, page 177) was originally an exception 
to the subject parcel. It was placed in mathematically so as to engulf the 
improvements on the Smith property. It is not explicitly tied together with the 
subject tract. Additionally, it has a mathematical misclosure of 5.44 feet. 

4. Ray Graham, L.S. #9978, did a drawing of the Smith parcel on May 10,1985 where 
he shows the northeasterly line being 24.2 feet from the existing house. His basis 
could not be determined, and if the 24.2' dimension is held an encroachment of Smith's 
improvements will occur at his West line. Mr. Smith is not in favor of any 
encroachments and he provided the Graham drawing. 

5. The lead-in is based upon the railroad spike (#7 above) marking the southwest 
corner of the East half of said Section 29.

Due to variances in reference monuments; as shown on plat of survey and discussed ah 


Due to discrepancies in the record description; the subject (Deed Record 317, page 535) is 
rotated 22 degrees 15 minutes westerly with respect to the as-built location of Hobart Road 
and the fenceline determined to be our south line. This has an ambiguity associated with 
it of approx. 164 feet which is not valid. The assumption here is that Hobart Road is the 
south line of our property, not explicitly stated in the subject deed of record.
